Conclusions 


Two conclusions emerge 
this announcement. 

One is that the position of the | 
United States in insisting on pre- 
liminary talks before a “‘summit”’ 
meeting may be strengthened. The 
Russians may, however, be able 
to counter this influence by their 
suggestion that the meeting of 
eovernment heads first discuss 
the so-called ‘“‘little things.” 

The second is that there will 
be renewed pressure for a pri- 
vate Eisenhower-Khrushchev con- | 
ference. There is somewhat un- 
expected, and still private, sup- 
port for such a meeting from the 
French and English. Convinced, 
as they are, that it is Secretary 
Dulles and his Calvinist inflex- 
ibility which have prevented a| 
relaxing of the tensions, they are | 
almost willing to accept the | 
charge of being “left out” if | 
only they can have the President | 
and the Soviet top man to meet. 
It may not come off, however, 
because of the feelings of other | 
NATO nations who, jealous of 
their own national prestige, would 
be angered and hurt by any such 
meeting which seemingly gives 
them a. secondary status. 

All of this is an important as- 
pect of the story. 

As for the exchange of culture. 
and muscles, this will begin in 
the spring and summer. The So- 
viets, for years have been sending 
hordes of artists and athletes to 
Asian and European countries, 
They «have given special atten- 
tion to China. We have sent the 
Porgy and Bess company and 
some individual performers in the 
arts. 

It is important that we do a 
first-rate job of selection and re- 
hearsal. If politics can be kept 
to a minimum we can do it. 

As for Soviet visitors—our coun- 
try: and cities will speak well for 
themselves—the big chore will be 
to make sure our people do.

Will Still Be Built! 


Georgia’s elected representatives 
Tuesday wisely defeated what most legis- 
lators and most Georgians had seen as a 
shrewdly designed plan to “buy” a state 
election with a 50-million-dollar road 
bill. The victory was by a comfortable 
margin. ~. 

That the legislators should put princi- 
ple, common sense and the public wel- 
fare above politics is encouraging. 

Now we can get down to the business 
of building rural roads without making 
the taxpayer pay twice. : 

Legislators whose honesty, integrity 
and statements were never challenged by 
fact. had testified that the authority 
method of building roads was costing 
the people of Georgia about half again, 
and in some instances twice as much, as 
roads built by state contract. 

The governor attacked newspapers for 
printing these statements. 

But the Legislature apparently noted 
that the governor never once produced 
facts and figures to disprove these 
charges. He attacked the newspapers. 
He ranted. He railed. He spoke of the 
farmers. whom he suddenly seemed to 
love. But he did not effectively deny that 
his rural road program was costing the 
people, including the farmers, much more 
monev than under direct contracts. 

So a majority of the representatives 
of the people refused to go along with 
this political boondoggle. They were 
aware. it seems, of the shadow of that fel- 
low whom Roy Harris, former House 
Speaker. never named, but whom they all 
knew. He was the fellow Roy described 
as “that fellow fatter than me, that big- 
mouth around the Capitol, that leader of 
the Palace Guard.” 

So now, Georgia can look forward to 
building roads. 

There will be a rural roads program. 

The next governor, whomever he 
mav be. will see to that. An effort was 
made to make it appear that Gov. Griffin 
and that “Joudmouth around the Capitol,” 
the fellow who was “fatter than Roy,” 
and leader of the Palace Guard, were the 
onlv ones for rural roads. 

The attack was centered on Ernest 
Vandiver. lieutenant governor, and “that 
loud-mouthed fellow” tried to say Van- 
diver was against rural roads. 

He isn’t. No one is against rural roads. 

But the legislative majority and Van- 
diver were against paying twice as much 
for roads. 

So we have a real victory for the 
people. :

Sen. Talmadge Reveals 


Some Shocking Facts 


Considering all the criticisms of the 
defects.in American education today, the 
disclosure by Sen. Herman Talmadge in 
Washington about the results of recent 
tests in Georgia for the service acade- 
mies came as no surprise. But they most 
definitely suggest that a remedy must be 
found. 

Preliminary tests were given by the 
Civil Service to 35 young Georgians certi- 
fied by the senator as candidates for serv- 
ice academy entrance exams. 

Of these 35, Sen. Talmadge found to 
his dismay, only seven scored passing 
grades and none scored higher than 75. 
Only 13 made over 60 and 11 scored less 
than 50. Of 25 candidates for the Air 
Force Academy, only two passed algebra 
and only 10 passed vocabulary tests. 

Shocking, you say? | 

Sen. Talmadge reported also that 
other senators have reported similar 
trends in their states. 

Where can the answer be found? How 
can this deterioration in our educational 
standards be ended? Facts brought out 
recently by DeKalb Supt. Jim Cherry in 


announcing a beefed-up curriculum in 
that county shows part of the trouble. 


“Less than half the white children in 
Georgia are completing the present high 
school program,” Mr. Cherry pointed out. 
“Less than 20 per cent of the Negroes 
graduate. . A great majority of high 
schools offer no chemistry and physics 
and others offer it only in alternate years. 
Advanced algebra, trigonometry and solid 
geometry are not available in the great 
majority of Georgia high schools. Science 
and libraries are limited. Vocational 
training courses such as _ mechanical 
drawing, mechanics, electronics, sheet 
metal work and machine operation are 
not available.” 

Sen. Talmadge only reported the re- 
sults of these failures. Georgia must cor- 
rect them. More and better education is 
the need. A re-evaluation of methods and 
curricula is an important part of the 
process.

The President has recommended a farm program to Congress 
which conceives liquidation and is dedicated to the proposition that 
farmers must be freed of government controls and be rugged in- 
dividualists even if they starve while doing it. | 


It bears the monogram of Agri- 
culture Secretary Ezra T. Ben- 
son and is pitched on the theorv 
that a policy of laissez faire will 
eveutually solve many things and 
that farm prices will adjust them- 
selves in the market place. 

The 1958 model farm program 
is a far cry from the “‘full parity” 
pledge of Gen. Eisenhower in 
1952. Proposed now are lower 
price supports on major crops and 
dairy products, increased authori- 
ty for acreage allotments and 
more control of flexible props tor 
Benson's hands. 

This, it is said, will make the 
farmer more dependent upon the 
open market and less dependent 
upon government. As a theory it 
worss wonderfully well; in prac- 
tice, not at all. 


The price the farmer receives 
in the market place often bears 
littie relationship to the law of 
supply and demand, especially 
where the food consumer is con- 
cerned. Thus, a farmer may sell 
his meat animals at a time. when 
his price is going down but that 
of the consumer is going up. 

Almost constantly since 1951 
consumer prices have tended to 
climb while the farmer's prices 
have skidded. 

The determining factors in what 
the consumer pays are more ef- 


fected by the chain of processors

and purveyors than by the farm- 
er 

At the same time the farmer 
has been receiving less, his own 
costs of the things he must buy 
have gone up and his margin of 
profit is reduced. 

It might be said that farm in- 
come has fallen primarily because 
the essential nature of farm pro- 
duction and distribution does not 
pernnit the farmer to have much 
to say about what he shall receive. 
His economic situation prevents 
him from withholding his prod- 
ucts — he is usuaily forced to sell 
at i.e going market rate. Even 
if many could withhold what they 
raise, collectively the farmers 
have no organizational solidarity 
that would give them the bargain- 
ing power, say, of a trade union. 

That is the real reason national 
farm policy must be designed to 
strengthen the farmer’s weakness 
in tne market place. What Ben- 
son wants is exactly the opposite. 

It is time -that a Democratic 
Congress took a long, hard look 
at Benson’s mishandling of tne 
present program, which Eisea- 
hower terms ‘‘outmoded,” and it 
is time for it to draft its own new 
policies for agriculture. It is worth 
remembering that in terms of na- 
tional preparedness, a_ healthy 
farm economy remains an essen

Singapore’s Raffles 
Gateway to Orient 


SINGAPORE—For nearly 80 years the fabled 
old Raffles Hotel at Singapore has been one of 


the world’s great caravansaries, 


offering bed ek 


and board and drink and swift, sure-handed service to all who journey 
in the East. It began as a restaurant when Singapore was younger 
and wilder and far more lusty than it is today and it became a hotel 


almost by accident. 

In the days of the slow-sailing 
clipper ships, sailors from all over 
the world would wine and dine 
so fulsomely they could not make 
their way back to their ships. 
The restaurant owner, a percep- 
tive Armenian named Sarkies, 
took note of this, and built rude 
“shakes” or shelters where the 
sodden seamen could sleep off 
their joyous revels. 

Out of these rude beginnings 
the Raffles and its legend were 
born, though its behavior patterns 
have greatly changed. As sedate 
today as any hostelry in the 
world, it is a farflung sprawl of 
low, red-tile-roofed, white-stucco 
buildings, cut into 160 huge rooms, 
reached by breeze-swept galleries 
that open on sunny court yards 
where palm trees wave and flow- 
ers grow and fountains play and 
the grass grows lush and green. 

Begun as a sailor’s honky-tonk, 
it became one of the Empire's 
great inns. It was the crossroads 
hostelry of the Orient. Sultan and 
Rajah and the moustached flower 
of Britain’s military sprawled in 
rattan chairs, sipped its stengahs 
and Singapore slings and told the 
tales that led Somerset Maugham 
to write: “‘The Raffles stands for 
all the fables of the exotic East” 
—a phrase which the hotel now 
proud!y emblazons on its letter- 
heads. 

The Raffles flourished as the 
Empire flourished and faded as 
it fell. During the war the Jap- 
anese stabled their horses in its

Questions for Voters Too Hard, 


Griffin Tells Legislative Forum 


By BETTY CARROLLTON 

The proposed test for qualifying voters in 
Georgia was hit by Gov. Griffin Tuesday as 
being “‘much too hard.”’ 

“I’m definitely not in favor of a long lst 
of questions,”’ declared the chief executive in 
an early morning session of the Governor's 
Legislative Forum for Women. 

“While the uniformity is good, and there is 
a lot to be said for the educated voter,’ he 
continued, “I would never advocate making it 
impossible for all illiterates to vote. 

“The questions are much too hard,’”’ he as- 
serted. ‘Il had to look up some of the answers 
myself!”’ 

The governor’s remarks were in answer to a 
question put to him by Mrs. Paul Pfuetze of 
the Athens YWCA, who was among some 100 
women attending the forum at the Capitol. 

Representatives of 12 of the state’s leading 
organizations, including the League of Women 
Voters, sponsor of the conclave, hurled a battery 
of questions at the chief executive, following 
his address to the. group. 

While Gov. Griffin’s earlier remarks were 
mostly confined to the field of education, and 
comparative figures for 1955-56 and 1957-58, his 
answers to questions posed by the women cov- 
ered a wide range of topics. 

Mrs. Harry Pfiffner observed that in his 
budget message to the General Assembly Mon- 
day, Gov. Griffin did not advocate enactment 
of a new appropriations act, and she wanted to 
know “‘what about the highway department?” 

The governor repeated his remarks of Mon- 
day, pointing out that under the Georgia Consti- 
tution, a new appropriations act would allocate 
some $13 or $14 million more to the highway 
department than it needs. 

He added that “‘some provision will have to 
be made in the future for an appropriations bill. 


A day of reckoning is coming.” 

Mrs. Edward Vinson, president of the League 
of Women Voters of Georgia, brought up the 
question of revenues. 


“It’s true we're getting in some $316 to $316.5 
million this year,” Gov. Griffin admitted. “‘But 
expenses the first seven months have been ap- 
proximately $880,000 more than last vear. It’s 
a matter of estimating expenses the rest of the 
year.”’ 

He pointed out that 53 per cent of all revenue 
went to schools. 


Mrs. Weldon Shows of the Georgia PTA 
Congress asked Gov. Griffin about the compul- 
sory school law: 

“Some constitutional authorities,” he replied, 
‘“‘question the legality of the General Assembly 
to delegate to the governor the power to set aside 
criminal statutes which carry a penalty. If 
these lawyers are right, then the law which now 
makes it possible for Georgia to close the 
schools if a court order comes to desegregate, 
would be unconstitutional. So there is a pro- 
posal to remove the penalty from the compulsory 
school bill.” 

Other PTA representatives asked if this would 
not present a problem of more students missing 
school. 

“That is a debatable question,’’ Gov. Griffin 
declared. 

Mrs. Sheffield Owen, president of the United 
Church Women of Georgia, was particularly in- 
terested in establishment of district detention 
homes and the probation bill. 

“Certainly teen-agers should not be held 
in prison with hardened criminals,’’ Gov. Grif- 
fin asserted. “I am in favor of establishing 
district detention homes. It seems to me, with 
all the brickmasons and skilled laborers in 
the state prisons, Georgia could build a $150,000 
home at a cost of $65,000. By using this labor, 
five homes can be built for around $300,000.”

Mrs. Bloomer would have 
loved the show. 


You know Mrs. Amelia Bloom- 
er. Back in 1849 she thought up 
the costume that today bears 
her name. 

And the bloomers? Why, no 
self-respecting girl would dare 
appear on the gym courts with- 
out the full black cotton costume 
which was worn with heavy 
black ribbed stockings. 

The show? It was called 
“Past and Current Develop- 
velopment”’ and was in reality 
a fashion skit presented by the 
Atlanta Agnes Scott Alumnae 
Club Tuesday afternoon at the 
home of Mrs. Joseph Read on 
Vermont road. 


A group of the alumnae was 
dressed in the strangest looking 
costumes — once high fashion. 
And there were some students 
in their gym suits with that ex- 
pression of ‘‘Do-you-think-we- 
wi.!-ever-look-that-silly?”’ 


LINING UP MODELS 


Then Miss Phyllis Cox, a stu- 
dent from Galax, Va., started 
playing the piano and Mrs. John 
Pfeiffer, an alumna, stood by 
the microphone to emcee the 
show. Mrs. Adolph Lapp, as- 
sistant professor of physical ed- 
ment” and was in_ reality 
from somewhere with a stack 
of papers in her hand, and Miss 
Llewellyn Wilburn, the associ- 
iate professor, started lining up 
the girls who would model. 

The papers Mrs. Lapp had 
included the history of the phys- 
ical education department 
which she and Miss Wilburn 
had written.

I'm thinking particularly today of social and welfare im- 
provements. 


Governor Marvin Griffin is an astonishing man in many re- 
spects. He can be cool and suave, cultivated and charming in 
one breath—and a sweating, swaying rabble-rouser in the next. 
His speeches are marvels of eloquence. He mimicks his ene- 
mies with devastating effect—pitching his voice in a prissy 
falsetto key and repeating facts that have been used against him 
as if they were fantastic, idiotic lies. 


He can use those standard persuaders—the poor, misunder- 
stood farmer and the slick big-city press—as if he had invented 
them, although as hero and villain they’re as outmoded and out- 
landish as the farmer’s daughter and the traveling salesman. 
And about as pertinent to the issue. 


But this gift—and a gift it undeniably is—wouldn’t be so sur- 
prising. Even the South’s most shocking demagogues have been 
masters of oratory. 

The thing about the Governor is that he has come out strong- 
ly for some things that a few years ago were supported y 
by the young idealists, the so-called liberals of the Lessatibey 
the boys who didn’t carry much weight politically because the: 
had a weird, womanish idea that swapping and trading were 
somehow immoral and that each man ought to vote his conviction. 

If you read the Governor’s State of State speech the day 
after the General Assembly convened, you probably noticed an 
impressive roster of social legislation that will receive adminis- 
trative support. On this roster was the bill to provide a three- 
day waiting period for marriage licenses. 


Not so long ago the battle to close the quickie marriage mills 
was a losing battle, carried on principally by church people, 
PTA groups, health officials and social workers—with an assist 
from that aforementioned villain, the big city press. 


We went to Rossville and Kingsland and Folkston and photo- 
graphed the neon signs advertising marriage-in-a-hurry for drunks 
and teen-agers. We interviewed outraged citizens and we in- 
terviewed ordinaries wherever possible. Sometimes, indignant 
that we proposed to hurt them in the pocketbook, they were surly 
and threatening and sometimes they wouldn’t see us at all. 


Well, the best that came out of that session of the Legislature 
was a blood test law, the idea being that it would take long 
enough to get a sample of blood to and from the state labora- 
tories to give couples time to sober up and reflect on their action. 

The next step for the marriage mills was quickie blood test 
laboratories. 


Citizens continued to complain and members of the Atlanta 
press went back to photograph the signs advertising blood-tests- 
while-you-wait. 

We talked to dizzy young bobby-soxers, who breezed across 
the state line at 1 a.m. hopped up over the idea of getting mar- 
ried and were blood-tested, marriage-licensed and wed within 
an hour. 


Ordinaries fought the three-day waiting law and nobody can 
see why those who don’t live in the border counties would care 
The majority of the people who apply for license in the rest ol 
the state are residents who know at least three days beforehand 
that they want to get married. 

3ut the ordinaries are county officials and as such have 
proven their political stature. The three-day waiting bill didn't 
have a chance. 

Now it just might pass. The administration is behind it

Much of the fault for the current mood of 
nameless longing that is sweeping modern 
housewives is to be found in their so-called 
blessings. 

Women no longer weave their own cloth, 
make their own soap, put down a cellarful of 
preserves. 

Consider the mid-20th century woman: she 
is alone in her house, miles from her family and 
the friends of her childhood; her work has been 
simplified to the glorious point where she can 
keep her house glittering in two hours a day; 
she stares into her own thoughts while the re- 
frigerator clicks on, the oven bakes the pre- 
pared cake mix, and her children play in denims 
that need no ironing. She is strong, intelligent 
and responsible. She sits with a cigaret in 
her fingers and feels futile. I say she needs 
to work. 

Women must work; all women must work. 
There is no place in our society for an indolent 
woman. 

But as a doctor I am certain that it is good 
health therapy to work and that women must 
work for values other than purely economic. 
Women need to work to gain confidence in them- 
selves. Women need to work in order to know 
achievement. Women need to work to es- 
cape loneliness. Women need to work to avoid 
feeling like demihumans, half woman and half 
sloth. 

Work, as I mean it, includes any activity that 
fulfills these needs. It includes hospitality, a 
complicated and rewarding occupation. It in- 
cludes active membership in an organization

munity. It includes part-time work in a dress 
shop, if the woman is stimulated by handling 
new clothes and meeting a variety of people. 
It includes full-time work at a job that chal- 
lenges and delights her, providing she has some 
enthusiasm and glow left over afterward for 
her home. 

It is time women took a good long look at 
their lives and realized that they will spend 
most of the years working. 

Most women realize that they will work be- 
fore their marriage, but they don’t know that this 
is only the beginning. If their husbands need 
to finish their educations, or become ill for a 
long period of time, the wives will have to 
work. If the marriage suffers either separa- 
tion or divorce, both of which are increasingly 
common, the women go back to work. 


When the children are entering their teens, 
the women can easily fit a job into the home 
schedule. They'll be grandmothers in their 40s, 
eagerly looking for something to fill their time. 
Women live longer than men, so it is likely that 
they'll spend the end of their lives, if they're 
lucky, working at a job that interests and de- 
lights them. In the long view, marriage and 
childbearing, although a desperate need, may 
be only an interlude in a woman’s life.

The married woman is fooled into believing 


she can spend her whole life without acquiring 
a single skill. Frittering away the scant years 
before she marries, she learns no trade. She 
comes to marriage with little ability beyond a 
ly flair for looking attractive in strong sun- 
ight. 

On this house of cards she builds her self- 
assurance. But time won't hold still and she 
reaches her mid-30s, when her children are 
almost independent and her one small talent is 
beginning to wither. The change in her ap- 
pearance, which had counted for so much, makes 
her unsure. She is now ready, with her family 
nearly grown, to take part in the bustle outside 
her home, but she is newly timid and has no 
training. Unskilled occupations look wearying, 
unworthy, and dull; so she sits at home and be- 
comes more despondent with each empty, wasted 
day. 

I met one such woman not long ago. Her 
husband had died in his mid-50s, and she was 
devastated. 

“I know that self-pity isn’t helping me,” 
she commented sadly, ‘‘but I just sit in our pretty 
little home and cry.” 

“You'd better get a job,” I said. 

“A job!’ she exclaimed. ‘I've never had a 
job in my life. What could I do?” 

“Start down the street of the shopping dis- 
trict nearest you,’’ I advised her, ‘‘and go into 
every store and ask for work until you find 
a job.” 

She took my suggestion and landed a job the 
next day in a dime store. Wrestling with the 
problems of learning to ring up sales and make 
change for the purchase of 59-cent wallets, she 
found new strength to accept her loneliness, 


and an awakened interest in people. She left 
that job for a better one and I haven't heard 
from her since. I suspect she is just fine. 


Work is a great healer for a woman. A 
woman who discovered her husband, much adored 
by their children, was chronically unfaithful, 
soothed her ravaged emotions by going back to 
work. ’ 

Another woman, who was languishing in 
misery because she was sterile, pulled herself 
out of her own private pit by spending a morn- 
ing a week bathing babies at an infants’ home. 
The babies responded instantly to her loving 
gentleness in the midst of their institutional life: 
babies and woman helped one another through 
a bad time. 


I'd like to add a special word for a woman 
trained in some profession, such as medicine or 
law, before her marriage. In our busy country 
it is a tragic loss to have such a person disap- 
pear into the suburbs, and agonizingly difficult 
for such a woman to be content with peeling 
potatoes. 

I cannot close this article without adding that 
there are exceptions to my argument. There are 
some women who have had no struggle as to 
whether they will continue to work outside their 
home when they marry. No indecision or long- 
ing for activity will wrack them. They marry 
a farmer, a minister, or a country doctor and 
it becomes a two-way partnership. Who will 
carry the heavier load? Who will sustain and 
support the community? I'll bet on the wife 
every time.
